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CLIMBING THE CANADIAN ROCKIES 

To a Californian there are three out- 
standing features in climbing the Cana~ 
dian Rockies, 
ice and snow encountered. Climbing a 
9000-ft. peak in midsummer is usually en- 
hanced by a certain amount of snow and 
perhaps even ice, Peaks above 9000-ft. 
almost invariably are glacier-clad, and 
extensive ice fields are not uncommon, 

The second is the extreme weather 


changes that take place with startling 
‘rapidity. 


A cloudless warm morning can 
be followed by a violent storm that 
brings snow, hail, and sleet at the 

The storm can be of very 
short duration or can last for days. 

The third and most unpleasant charac- 
teristic is the fact that the Rockies 
seem to be falling to pieces. . Rotten 
rock is a constant plague. The sedimen- 
tary rocks that make up these mountains 
are often laid. down in three distinct 
layers that are important to. the climcer,. 
The lower level, consisting primarily 


of Dolomite, is normally firm and derend- 


able and is dark grey in color, Above 
this level is a band of black Limestone 
and above that one isa rusty yellow 
color, The black and yellow rocks are 
essentially rotten and since they are 
the higher, rock-falls are common. 

As a result, gullies, chimneys and 
couloirs are especially hazardous and 
climbing on the higher ridges presents 
problems of extreme irregularity, as 
well as rotten rock. Route finding be-= 
comes of prime importance and climbing | 
techniques must be radically adjusted. 

During July my wife, Mary, and I 
climbed five peaks in company with the 
renowned Swiss guide, Ernest Feux. ile . 
based in the Little Yoho Valley at an 
Alpine Club of Canada hut for three of 
the climbs, 
and rock climbs Isolated Peak, which 


rises abruptly. from the: edge of an ice 


field and offers a challenge in rotten 
rock up a series of chimneys ; and The 
President, essentially a. es climb 
by the route chosen, 


No technical difficulties were enccun-

chimney. One struck me on the forehead, 
A heavy felt hat offered some slight pro- 


tection, but nevertheless I was stunned 


and was blinded by bleeding. First aid 

was rendered by the guide and we contin~ 

Admittedly, I was "gun 

shy"! for the remainder of the ascent. 
The President presented no real 


climbing problem, though much step= 


cutting was necessary. Two enormous 
crevasses backed by ice cliffs have de- 
velored near the top of the col between 
the President and the Vice-President, 
The lower one was crossed on avalanche 
snow that provided a narrow passage and 
the vpper by means of a light airy snow 
bridge that was obviously not going to 
last much longer. — 

Some real problems would be encoun= 
tered on this route later in the year 
since there was little snow above the 
crevasses and no more toc: could 
be expected. 

After The President, we moved our 
base to Lake O'Hara, just over the con- 
tinental divide from Lake Louise. Our 
first climb in this area this year was 
Mt. Yukness, which was’a rock climb 
entirely. As this peak is largely 
Dolomite, conditions were goods 

The final climb was the main (center) 
peak of It. Victoria. Our route was the 


west face, reached by. climbing a considera 
ble height on Mt, Huber, rock-climbing with 
much rotten rock, and traversing on a ledggl 


around the shoulder of Huber to the two 
glaciers in the col between Victoria and 
Huber. The glaciers were passed with 
some step-cutting, and the west wall of 
Victoria was reacned after crossing a 
troublesome bergschrund. 

Above the bergsehrund steep ice . 
(angle about 60 degrees) had to be — 
climbed diagonally, Steps had to be 
cut, large steps, since the ice had a 
light coat of frozen snow and our ice. 
axes provided no real measure of secur- 
ity in the event of a slip. We were 
headed for a rock ridge that provided 
a route to the summit ridge and had to 
pass under a gulley in the yellow Lime=- 
stone, At the exact moment of greatest 
exposure a large boulder bounded out
